Letter From Benjamin Contcy Acting 

Governor of Georgia, to the Negro

Ilon.. T. G@. Campbell, Senator Second District, 
Derien, Georgia: 
Dear Sin—The act appointing commis- 
sioners for the county of McIntosh failed to 


become a law in consequence of my refusal 
to sign the bill within the five days after the 
' Legielature adjourned, some person has called 
at the office and has obtained a copy of the 
bill as it passed the Legislature and has had 
it certified to by a Notary Public that it is 
4 true copy, and also as to the date when it 
was received at the Executive Office. I pre- 
sume the object of all this move is to put 
the proposed act in force, on the ground that) 
‘As the bill was in my hands five days before 
the so-called Legislature adjourned that it is 
law. You know my position in regard to 
‘this question of adjournment, as the forty 
‘days expired cn the night of the 11th and as 
bill in question came to me on 

the 8th or 9th, of course the Dill

not signed it within the five days after the 
‘adjournment of the Legislature on the 11th 
‘Instant. I refused to sanction the bi'l because 
‘it conferred extraordinary power on 8said

and other satisfactory reasons. I drop you 
‘these lines so as to put you on your g as 
to what is going on, and that you may take 
‘such steps as may be necessary to counteract 
the efforts that are being made to put in 
operation a law whijch has not been passed 
a8 reyuied by the Constitution, but sought to 
put in operation in violation of the Con- 
stitution. Should such an attempt be made, 
please advise me promptly of the same. __ 
I have no doubt but that the same bill will 
be introduced at the next meeting of the 
ture, and will pass, as the one now in 
question passed at the last session.
